G could not have done (Palone: é m.a.g. 
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When people outside the college community think of Wilson, it sometimes seems as though 
they only remember the enrollment and financial problems we have experienced in the past two 
years. This is understandable of course, but it tends to obliterate all the ete, special things that 
are going on and always have gone on here. 

One thing everyone admires is our campus. But just as someone would be walidne across the 
green admiring the trees in bloom they might say, “Oh, this is really spectacular . . . but what 
about the enrollment problem? I hear the college needs a hundred new eine next year. 

What if you don’t get them? What if the college fails?” 

Wilson fail? I don’t think so. Even if we don’t attract x amount of students in y amount of time, 
our alma mater will never let us down. Look around you. All the professors and all of the : 
administrators and various personnel know us by name. Our small size makes us like a family . . . 
sometimes it seems like we are all watching each other grow. Where else but Wilson? 

Students have said that the crisis we weathered last year helped to pull us together, and I think 
this is true. But I also think that Wilson women have always felt this unity. Maybe we were just _ 
losing sight of it in the years before the incident, and the near closing helped us to realize that we 
are still one in purpose. Joni Mitchell said, “don’t it always seem to go that you don’t know what 
you ve got till it’s lost . . .” and maybe it was almost losing Wilson that made us see what we 
have. 

The warmth that exudes from Wilson women is nothing new, and our alumnae are living proof | 
of this. I recall a story my mom has told me several times. When I wan’t too busy telling her how -

At eighteen, mother was very fat; so fat that her father was concerned thatshe mightnot —_— 
attract a husband before it was too late. I still don’t know what the big hurry was, but somehow © 
he found a table of statistics on which college had the best record of marrying off its women, and 
chose the highest scorer. Mother went off to this southern college for women at her father’s 
bidding . . . and soon it was evident that she was very unhappy. Being a Yankee in the eyes ofthe _ 
others and a fat one at that, she found it very hard to make friends. In her effort to win the 
affection of those around her, she began to write other student’s papers for them. This, of course, 

did no good. Mother begged her father to allow her to leave after two years. 
The next choice was Wilson. It was expected that everything would be easier for her in a 
northern school. Mother speaks of getting on the train in New York, and meeting other Wilson 
“girls” along the way. She remembers being asked, “Are you travelling to college too? Wilsont 8 
So are we! Well, come and sit with us, won't you?” 
Although things are much different today, friendship and kindness is ; still the Wilson way. 
Mother made many dear friends, and although they all went their peas ways, their sper 
brand of friendship has lasted them a lifetime. 

As I look around at my own friends I see them as having grown a great deal. I know I fave” 
too. I see each and every one of my comrades heading for very individual, very fine careers. Ina 
way, we are all miniatures of the women we will be as we continue to work and grow. And ne aS 
Wilson has helped us to see who we are and where we belong, she te hep us to find each 
other. No, Wilson has not, and will not ever fail. :
